The 
amendments regarding the liquor laws and 
double language were not to come into effect 
until after another session of parliament at 
any rate, so that they will be just as far 
advanced without the passage of the bill at 
the present session as with it. The cowardly 
trick of causing the billto be introduced in 
the senate soas to escape definite responsi- 
bility either for the measures it does, or 
should, contain or for its ignominious with- 
drawal, is worthy of the present minis— 
ter of interior, to whose department the 
the business of the bill appertains, and just 
what might have been expected of him. No 
doubt he was ashamed of it, not so much for 
What it contained as for what it should but 
did not contain, It should have contained 
«4 provision placing the control of the funds 
at the disposal of the Northwest local gov- 
ernment in the hands of the representatives 
of the people. As long as the Northwest is 
denied the control of its own money, as long 
as the representatives of the people are in 
such a position that the public money may 
be used with the object of bribing ther, or 
their constituents against them, there ean 
be no satisfactory local government and 
there can be no certainty that the voice of 
the Jegislature expresses the wish of the 
people, or that government will be carried on 
with a@ proper regard to the desires and in- 
terests of the people. 

There can be no doubt that the fact of cer- 
tain members of the assembly being found 
who for the sake of getting into office were 
willing to accept it on condition of the sur- 
render of their rights has beea one great 
reason why if was not. thought necessary by 
the minister of interior, to concede these 
rights for which the majority ofthe members 
stood so firmly, He naturally argued, If eight 
out of 21 can be found to aecept the present 
conditions on consideration of four out of 
the eight being admitted to nominal office it 
will be hard indeed if with the prestive thus 
gained and the patronage then at command 
three more cannot be induced to do likewise, 
This would vive a majority in the assembly 
and would make it possible to carry on busi- 
ness as though with the of the 
people, 

There is very tittle prospect that the hope 
Which was ho doubt in the minister's mind 
will be realized. He was only measuring 
vthers by his own standard when he thought 
he could by foul means or by mere stubborn- 
Ness cause a majority of the present assem 
bly to waver from their duty to their eon- 
stituents.

Jusy how British Columbia stands as an 
agricultural country may be judged from an 
item ina recent issue of the Vancouver 
World which says that the supply of beet 
from the interior of the province ts now at 
an endfor the season: and from another 
item in the Victoria Colonist which mentions 
the distribution of 15 tons of seed wheat by a 
Victoria milling company to encourage the 
growth of that grain. British Columbia had 
extensive cattle ranches and grew large 
quantities of wheat before a head of stock or 
a bushel of grain was raisedinthe Northwest, 
and yet there is not enough of either wheat 
or beef raised there now to supply the local 
demand. British Columbia is a customer 
and not a competitor of the Northwest, 


Some of Manitoba’s M. P.’s don’t seem to 
stand any higher in the opinion of their 
constituents than some that the Northwest 
is--blessed with, as the following item from 
the Brandon Times shows: Inthe Dominion 
parliament the other day when Watson 
quoted the Brandon Times to show that 
even Conservative opinion in Manitoba is 
opposed to high tariff on agricultural imple- 
ments, Daly the member for Selkirk, got 
over the ditheulty with the retort that ‘The 
Times is Conservative for revenue only,” 
The remark was worthy of the man who 
uttered it. It is as untruthful and dishonest 
as is Mr. Daly in his representation of Mani- 
toba, and the Lord knows that is saying a 
good deal, 

The Conservative Brandon 
into T. M. Daly, M. P. for the Manitoba 
constituency in which Brandonis situated 
for his support of the 36 per cent duty on 
agricultural implements.

While the Free Pross keeps up a continual 
kick at the Northern Pacific and Manitoba 
railway, alleging that it has been of no 
henetit to Winnipeg or Manitoba, the Brand- 
on Times kicks against it because, it alleges, 
the Northern Pacific was the cause of the 
discrunination in freight rates recently made 
by theC. P. R. in favor of Winnipeg. It is 
hard to prove that sumething is nothing; 
or that the addition of several hundred miles 
of railway line, with the additional capital 
energy and business ability necessarily ac-

Calgary Herald, May 21: The railvay 
men, from the north and south, arrived in 
town last night. Mr. Mann and Mr. Stewart 
have been as far south as Macleod, having 
followed the Macleod trail pretty closely, 
vith diversions east and west,—to the Por- 
cupine Hills in one direction, and the mouth 
of High River in the other direction, They 
report no engineering difficulties, the hard- 
est part to overcome being the rough coun- 
try between Pine Creck and Sheep Creek. 
They describe the country throughout the 
route which the road will probably take as 
admirably suited for settlement, and they 
Were surprised to find so many settlers in 
the country and all giving evidence of a 
large degree of prosperity. It is believed 
the railway will keep well out from the 
ranches in the foothills, and will) not go 
very tar east or west of the Macleod trail 
Messis, Macleod, Drury and Sehrieber, have 
returned from Red Deer and Blind Man, and 
it is expected they will start out at once, on 
the location survey over this section of the 
northern line. It is thought that, without 
any doubt, the road will be built to the Red 
Deer this year, and the Red Deer itself will 
be bridged this winter, It is possible that a 
piece of road, through low country, will be 
constructed during the dry season this year 
north of the Red Deer os well, As regards 
construction work to the south, nothiag 
definite is vet decided, something depending 
on finaneial arrangements in England, but 
from all we can gather there isa strony pro- 
bability of this section of the work being 
commenced also. The surveyors on. this 
line were at Sheep Creek on Saturday and 
they will reach Fort Macleod by Saturday 
next. The southern line will extend from 
Calgary to Fort Mcleod, about 100 miles, 
It may interest the public to know that the 
distanee from Calyary to Edusonton by rail 
wi'l not exceed 190 miles, or considerably 
short of the 200 or 210 miles popularly as- 


cribed tothe trail route. The railway men 
say that the distance to Red Deer by rail 
will betwo or three oiles longer than by 


crail, as it will be necessary to make a slight 
detour to the weat, toyet around some ex 
tensive coulees.
